On the 241 Ii of March in that year the brig 
Forrester, Capt. Piggott, was cruising off 
Santa Barl>ara, when ho sighted a Japanese 
junk drifting at the mercy of the winds and 
wares. HIT rudder and masts were gone. 
Although blowing a gale, ho boarded the 
junk, and found fourteen dead bodies in the 
hold, the captain, carpenter and one seamaii 
alone surviving. They wuwon a voyago from 
Osaka to Voddo and were seventeen months 
out.

Densely Ignorant on All Sntdects.

The 
recruit is, as a rule, neither good nor 
bail; the greater part of the nation is 
ut tho ago of twenty years, morally 
am intellectuallv, at the standard of a 


THE 
S,'.ul(1 of educated parents at U-n years. 
Ihere are even some individuals who 
are beneath this. I have had recruits 
who found great difficulty in pro- 
nouncing the number thirty-four I 
asked one of these to count. His scale 
of numbers went up to eleven; he had 
heard of thirteen and seventeen, but 
ho did not know what they meant 
Ihis was a German; the Slavs of our 
fatherland are still more difficult to ed- 
ucate, since they do not understand 
German. They are further accustomed 
to an almost incredible amount of 
roughness in their intercourse with 
their parents and associates. 


I remember a recruit who could only 


speak Polish, of whom I as a lieuten- 
ant had to undertake the training, and 
who did not understand a single word 
ti.«* i -WJ, ""U siooa-stanng Vacantly 
before him.

'Oh, you must let me do it, lieutenant, 
he understands much better now." 
Tlio box on the car in their society 
answered the same purpose as "Do you 
hear?" docs in Berlin, or as the touch 
on the shoulder which many men use 
to draw attention to their words. 


What patience is required to make 


such men understand all that belongs to 
their duty in the field, to order, and to 
discipline, without oven once knock- 
ing: them down, he only can know 
whose forbearance has been thus put 
to a practical test. From the moral 
point of view also many recruits are 
as backward as a child 10 years 
old.

trace can bo found of tho feeling 
of duty, of religious conscience, of 
patriotism, or of honor, while there 
l a o proportionately small percentage) 
of them who have any idea of good or 
evil. The great mass only know good 
from evil from the fact that the latter 
is punished.

Many recruits hear lirst of duty, honor 
or patriotism from their instructor 
after they have joined tho army. 
Many of them, even from parts of the 
country where German is spoken, 
know nothing of the history of their 
fatherland.

of the foremost. Wo aro not yet the 
richest population to tho head on the 
globe. Australia ranks first in this re- 
spect, and Great Britain second, while 
tlio United States comes third. But nc 
nation in history ever paid its public debt 
as rapidly as we bare done. 


Old Homes in America. 


"In no ci vilizcd country are there so few 


old homes," says Professor Charles Eliot 
Norton, writing in Scribner of ancestral 
homes in America. Mr. Norton appears 
to think this altogether an evil, lie pro- 
ceeds to detail tho sad consequences of 
this state of things. Uo seems to partly 
loso sight of the fact that tho lack of old 
homes is itself a consequence, not a 
cause, of tho general unscttlednossof tho 
American people. 


Wo aro not old enough as a people yet 


to have set tied homes. In a large part 
of tho country tho pioneer's cabin—or 
"shanty," in our graphic vernacular—is 
only now beginning to give place to the 
more substantial dwelling that energy 
and industry have built. Professor Nor- 
ton would not have us live forever in 
cabins and shanties, it is to bo hoped. 


IIo says further that our cities are so 


much alike that if a block of twenty 
houses wero to bo transported from our 
city and set down iu another in a night 
thcro would bo nothing incongruous in 
the juxtaposition. This is not quite true. 
Philadelphia houses have a decided in- 
dividuality. In New Orleans there aro 
plenty of quaint houses embowered in 
rose gardens that are like no others any- 
where. Washington ia certainly unique 
in its thousands of small red brick houses, 
witli their green front yards and twin- 
ing vines. These pretty bay windowed 
houses are well adapted to the people of 
small meaii-t who live in them. 


Perhaps this very breaking up of 


homes and the wandering ways of our 
people have a deeper significance than 
Professor Norton knows. 
China has 


more old homes than any other country. 
Ancestral homes and clinging to kindred 
are poetic and beautiful. But did tbe 


professor ever think particularly on the 
force of tho old farmer's prayer?— 


Lord bless me and mv wife 
My son Jobn and bis wife, 
Us four, and no more 


Tlio kindly sympathies and sentiments 


of civilized people remain tho same. 
They change their skies, but not their 
hearts. It can well be that this wander- 
ing and mingling of elements will pro- 
duce a wider interest in humanity, a 
larger brotherhood than that which 
takes root and blossoms only in an old 
homo. Far better than any old home it 
will lie if Americans ex tend to all man kind 
tho feeling of kinship till they aro ablo 
to say with citizen Thomas Paine: "Tho 
world is my country, tho universe my 
home." 


Growth oT the South. 


An enthusiastic writer claims that to- 


day the south is tho best locality on the 
globe in which to invest money. 
In the 


west, in the mining regions, tlie soil is 
not first class for tillage. Iu the south, 
in the very states where mines of iron 
and coal iii'e richest, the soil is often of 
great fertility. 
Vast crops of corn and 


cotton are grown on the very ground, 
oftentimes, beneath which nature hides 
her mineral treasures. 


Great sums of European money have 


been invested in the south. 
But she 


now wants something more. Her news- 
papers are calling every day to the 
"down trodden millions" of Europe to 
come and settle within her borders. In 
the days of the old south, foreign immi- 
gration was not Invited or wanted. 
Now, fora double renson.it is eagerly 
welcomed. The reason is both indus- 
trial and social. The thrifty foreigner 
will help build up the new south, and he 
will also help weigh down the balance 
against the negro element. 


In the first three months of 18S9 §58,- 


227,000 have been put into new business 
enterprises in the south. This is against 
$38,008,000 in tho same period in 1888, an 
increase of nearly $20,000,000. Of the 
new business firms organized more have 
engaged in the wood working industry, 
including saw mills, than in anything 
else. 


Operations have been begun by 141 


new mining companies. Thirty-one ice 
factories and 40 canning factories have 
been started. There are 08 new electric 
light plants, 52 brick making works, and 
00 iron working companies. 
Over $10,- 


000,000 of these new investments have 
been placed in Alabama.

growth. 
In 1870 its population was 


1,100. It has now 32,000. 


Washington the Patriot. 


During the whole revolutionary war 


Washington refused to accept pay for 
his services as corumander-in-chief. Be- 
sides this bo contributed §65,000 from 
his own pocket to tho patriot cause. 
When bo made his famous trip to New 
York to bo inaugurated he borrowed 
§2,500 to pay his personal expenses. 
Congress afterward paid him back the 
$05,000, but lie would accept nothing be- 
yond this sum. At tlie close of the revo- 
lution tho soldiers wero ragged, hungry 
and unpaid. Threats of violence were 
freely made unless they were paid at 
once. Even some of the officers, Gen. 
Gates at the head of them, were among 
the disaffected ones. 


A meeting of tlie disbanded men was 
held, winch threatened clanger, 
n usii- 


ington attended tlie meeting. His pale 
face was haggard and troubled. lie 
made a brief speech, urging forbearance, 
patriotism and patience.

Many years ago Ger- 
many, intent on establishing herself in 
the west Pacific, secured extensive plan- 
tations on the cultivable Islands. Her 
commercial Interests there are greater 
than those of any other nation. The 
Samoan trade Is mostly in the hands of 
Hamburg merchants. 
Great 
Britian 


has also some commerce, the United 
States very little. Great Britain, Ger- 
many and the United States have treaties 
of trade and friendship with Samoa. 


The American coaling station of Pago 


Pago is on the south side of the island of 
Tutuila. 


The most important island Is. how- 


ever, that of Upolu, on the north side of 
which is Apia, a town of a few hundred 
Inhabitants. The foreign consuls live at 
Apia. 


It has been tho general impression that 


Germany desired to establish a pro- 
tectorate over the islands, although her 
treaty with England, made in 1886. pre- 
cludes this. The two nations defined the 
boundaries of territories acquired by 
each in the West Pacific ocean. The 
treaty expressly declared that the Sa- 
moan and other groups of islands named 
should be neutral territory. 


The Samoan government was until re- 


cently a. monarchy, at the head of which 
was King Mataafa, But a portion of his 
subjects rebeled, and endeavored to set 
up Tamasose as king. For two yean past 
tho islands have been in a state of strife 
and disorder exceedingly unfavorable to 
commerce. 


New Worlds to Conquer. 


In 1888, the littlo Central American 


states of Costa Rica, Guatemala, Hon- 
duras, Nicaragua and San Salvador had 
a foreign trade of $27,000,000, only one- 
seventh of which went to tho United 
States. There is ana mining company in 
Honduras which produces and ships over 
•TOjOOO of bullion every month.
